r Prince of Mufcovy, eldeft 
» Son of the Czar, having feen the 
Vatican, the Churches and Pa- 

laces, and all chings remarkable here, efpe- 
cially the Relicks preferv’d in the Charches 
of St. John de Lateran, and $. Mary Majora, 
where he kifs’d with Reverence the Tooth of 
§. Jerome, who wasa Sclavonian, of which 
Nation the Mufcovites fay they are defcen- 
ded, to all which he was accompanied by 
Don Carlo Albani ; isdeparced from hence. 
On Sunday laft, Count Gallafch caus'd a 
Mafs to be fung in the Church del’ Anima 
with feveral Choirs of Mufick, to folemnize 
the Name-day of the Emperour; and the 
fame Day inthe Afternoon, Monfeigneur 
Olivieri, Sacriflan, by Order of the Pope, 
carried one of the Turkifh Standards which 
the Emperour fent to his Holinefs, to the 
Dominican Church of St. Mary of Minerva, 
and deliver'd it to the Father General of the 
Order, who received it atthe Head of the 
Community, bleffed it, and carricd it in 
Proceflion into the Middle of the Church, 
where it was folemnly hung up. On Mon- 
day Morning, Cardinal Paracciani went to 
Audience of the Pope, and took Poffeffion, 
in the ufual Form, of the Office of Vicar ; 
in the Afternoon, Don Carlo Albani went 
to the Houfe of the Marquis de Fuentes, who 
has quitted the Character of Ambaffadour of 
Portugal, and prefented cto him, from the 
Popo, an Urn, wherein were the Bodies of 
three holy Portugueze Martyrs. On Wed- 
nefday a German Officer arrived here by 
Poft from Vienna, who, after he had {poken 
with Count Gallafch, purfued his Journey 
to Naples. His Holinefs has received a ve- 
ry fine Latin Letter from the Emperour, by 
which he demands of him two Ecclefiatticks 
ealous and Learned, for the Bifhopricks of 
Belgrade and Temefwaer, and ’tis faid that 
M. Nicolai, Vicar of St. Peter’s Church, is 
likely to be named for one of thofe Bifhop- 
ricks. They are about to fend to Mufcovy, 
two Prelates, and four learned Miffionaries, 
to give the Czar Satisfaction upon fome 
Points of the Catholick Religion. It is 
known, that in the laft Audience given to 
Cardinal de la Tremouille, his Eminence 
deliver'd to the Pope a Writing, contain- 
ing divers Projeés for adjufting: the Affair 
of the Conftitution, and that Matter requi- 
ring ferious Deliberations and Reflections, 
his Holinefs confults the moft Learned 
Divines about it, in Order to take the 


Refolution which fhall be beft and moft — 


folid. Yefterday being the Feftival of the 
bleffed Staniflaus Kotzka, the Pope went 
on Foot to the Church of the Novi- 
ciate of the Jefuits, which is near the 
Quirinal, where the Feftival was Cele- 
beated with great —— On which 
Occafion the new Chapel of Marble dedi- 
cated to that blefled Saint, was open’d, al-

tho’ it be nor yet quite finifhed. Cardinal 
Gualticri is return’d hither from Urbino, 
whither he went to confer‘with the Cheva- 
lier de St. George, and he had Yefterday a 
long Audience of the Pope. The Marquis 
de Santa Croce has newly receiv’d from the 
Emperour the Dignity of a Prince of the 
Empire , and the Order of the Golden 
Fleece.

The Befieg’d 
had made four Sallies by the 2:ft, the laft 
whereof was the moft vigorous, being fuf- 
tain’d be sooo Turks who came _ from Scu- 
tari and Dulcigno, bnet after four Hours 
Combat, were mpeus and put to Flighe 
with great Lofs.
